Amoena: White or tinted white standards with colcred falls. 

Blend: Combination of yellow and one or more other colors. 

Dykes Medal: Highest award an iris can win. Given to one outstanding iris 
each year. 

Falls: The three lower petals of an iris. 

Plicata: A light or white fiower flushed, lined, or stippled with a darker 
shade, particularly on the margins. 

Standards: The three upstanding petals. 

Variegata: Yellow or near yellow standards with deeper falls which may be 
either veined or solid tones of brcwn or purploe.
